page 12. 1 All masonry walls to receive flashing detail must be primed with GAF Asphalt/ 

Materials Concrete Primer and allowed to dry thoroughly. 

GAF® Asphalt/Concrete Primer 2 Embed one sheet of GAFGLAS #75 Base Sheet in a solid mopping of GAF Steep 

GAFGLAS #75 Base Sheet Roofing Asphalt ASTM D-312 Type Ill. The Base Sheet must extend at least 8 

GAF Steep Roofing Asphalt ASTM D-312 Type Ill inches, and not more than 24 inches, up the vertical surface and at least 4 inches 

GAF Ruberoid® MB Membrane Torch Applied or Ruberoid MB Granule Surfaced onto the roof. Then fully torch one ply of torch applied Ruberoid MB Membrane to 
Membrane Torch Applied this Base Sheet. On the vertical surface, the Ruberoid MB Membrane must extend 

GAF Fibered Aluminum Coating (for smooth surface flashings) to the top of the GAFGLAS #75 Base Sheet. On the field of the roof, the Ruberoid 


MB Membrane must extend 3 inches beyond the GAFGLAS #75 Base Sheet. End 
laps of adjacent Ruberoid MB Membranes should overlap at least 4 inches. Nail 
the top edge of the base flashing at 8 inch intervals up to a height of 12 inches and 
on 4 inch centers when the flashing height is between 12 inches and 24 inches; 
nails should have heads at least 1 inch in diameter. 

3 Over the top of the wall and extending down the face of the wall a minimum of 
4 inches below the top edge of the base flashing, embed one ply of GAFGLAS #75 
Base Sheet in a solid mopping of GAF Steep Asphalt. End laps of adjacent GAF- 
GLAS #75 Base Sheet should overlap at least 3 inches. To this Base Sheet fully 
torch one ply of Ruberoid MB Membrane extending at least 3 inches past the bot- 
tom of the Base Sheet. End laps of adjacent Ruberoid MB Membranes should over- 
lap at least 4 inches. 

4 For smooth surfaced installations where a coating is desired, wait at least 3 
weeks, then apply GAF Fibered Aluminum Roof Coating at a rate of approximately 
1-1% gallons per 100 square feet. 

Note: As with any open flame application, great care must be exercised. Where 
torch applied Ruberoid MB Membrane is used, it is mandatory that all wood fiber, 
wood or any other flammable material be protected from open, direct flame. No 
torch should be used in the vicinity of freshly applied solvent based cements and 
Coatings. 

Note: When the deck is not supported by the wall or the wall does not provide a 
suitable nailing surface, flashing shall be supported by a vertical wood member 
attached to the deck. 


Recommended for: 
Base flashing where metal counterflashing is not available.

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Note: These coatings shall be applied directly to the roofing felts. A 
glaze coat of asphalt is not recommended prior to application of coat- 
ing. Surfacing may be delayed without a glaze coat for up to 30 days; 
however the surface must be clean and dry before proceeding with the 
coating. If surfacing is expected to be delayed for more than 30 days, a 
glaze coat of asphalt at the rate of 20 pounds per 100 square feet 
should be applied. 

For UL approved coatings over GAFGLAS systems, contact your near- 
est GAF Technical Service Office. 

Reapplication of surfacing should be employed as part of a periodic 
i dcin program. The frequency may vary depending on climatic 
conditions. 


GAFGLAS® Mineral Surfaced Cap Sheet Installation 

The application of GAFGLAS Mineral Surfaced Cap Sheet shall com- 
mence at low points so that at no place is the flow of water against the 
laps. Parallel lap lines of Cap Sheet should not coincide with the lap 
lines of the underlying plies wherever possible. Application shall be 
over and parallel to the underlying roofing membrane. 

All sheets shall be precut into 12 foot lengths and stacked prior to 
application. Sheets may be cut in 18 foot lengths in the West zone only 
(West Coast exclusive of the mountainous areas). 

Embed Cap Sheet in GAF Steep Asphalt applied at the nominal rate of 
25 pounds per 100 square feet. Side laps shall be 2 inches and end 
laps 6 inches. End laps shall not occur in a continuous line and shall be 
broken by a minimum of three feet. Uniformity of the separation of side 
laps is desirable for best appearance. АІ sheets shall be firmly 
embedded in the hot asphalt and be free of wrinkles, buckles, blisters, 
fishmouths or voids. 

End laps shall be nailed on all slopes exceeding 1 inch per foot. 

There are three acceptable methods of application: 

1 The "flop in" method involves setting the precut sheet with mineral 
surfaced side down adjacent to the area where it is to be applied with 
the lap of the previous course exposed. Solidly mop with GAF Roofing 
Asphalt the full sheet width to be covered including the lap. The GAF- 
GLAS Mineral Surfaced Cap Sheet should be picked up at each end 
and at the outside edge, turned over, and set immediately into the hot 
mopping. 

2 The “fly їп" method involves mopping the full width of the area to be 
covered and then picking up a precut sheet and setting it immediately 
into the hot mopping. 

3 The “reroll” method involves setting the precut sheet so itis in its 
exact final position, rerolling it and then mopping immediately ahead of 
the roll as it is rolled in place. 5 

Note: Brooming of the GAFGLAS Mineral Surfaced Cap Sheet is desira- 
ble in all cases to ensure complete adhesion. Also, in the “flop in" and 
“fly in" methods, tension should be placed on the precut sheet as it is 
being set to avoid wrinkles or buckles in the sheet. 

Application of the GAFGLAS Mineral Surfaced Cap Sheet at tempera- 
tures below 50°F is not recommended. At temperatures near 50°F, the 
reroll method with complete brooming will provide the best results. 
Wind conditions which may chill the asphalt more quickly must be 
considered. 

It is recommended that valleys and areas that may puddle water on a 
temporary basis be graveled using 60 pounds of GAF Steep Roofing 
Asphalt into which, while hot, apply not less than 400 pounds of gravel 
or 300 pounds of slag for each 100 square feet of roof area. 


Installation on Steep Roofs 

Excessive interply moppings on long, continuous slopes may result in 
membrane slippage unless supplementary nailing is provided on 
slopes of more than 1 inch per foot. 

All plies of GAFGLAS® felts used in the construction of roofs on 
inclines exceeding 1 inch per foot shall be installed vertically and shall 
be backnailed into wood nailers or nailable deck approximately 4 
inches in from the back edge of the sheet. If the roof slope is less than 
1 inch per foot, nailing is not required. All end laps shall be at wood 


nailers, and the top edge shall be nailed into the wood nailer on 6 inch 
centers, All nailing shall be done with nails having heads of at least 1 
inch in diameter. 
Insulation should be mechanically attached or mopped between wood 
nailers with the long dimension in the same direction as the roof slope. 
Use wood nailers treated with a water based preservative to hold the 
insulation in place on steep slopes. Wood nailers should be 2 inches 
wide and the same thickness as the insulation. Install on top of vapor 
retarder (if used) at right angles to the direction of slope. Wood nailers 
ay be mechanically fastened to the deck with nails, screws or 

olts. 
Оп non-nailable decks or insulated decks with non-nailable insulation 
on slopes above 1 inch per foot, wood nailers should be provided as 
insulation stops and to provide nailing for the roofing membrane. If the 
slope is more than 1 inch and not more than 2 inches per foot, wood 
nailers shall be provided at the eave, at the ridge and intermediate 
points not exceeding 20 feet. If the slope is more than 2 inches, but not 
more than 3 inches per foot, wood nailers shall be placed at interme- 
diate points not exceeding 12 feet. If the incline is three or more inches 
per foot, wood nailers shall be installed at 4 foot intervals. all dimen- 
sions are from inside face to inside face of the wood nailers. They 
should be placed to ensure a snug fit with the courses of insulation, but 
avoid cutting the insulation. For nailable decks, backnailing of the plies 
can be made directly to the deck at the same intervals listed above for 
given slopes. 


Recovering 

If recovering is being considered over a roof that has prematurely 
failed, the cause of failure and details of recovering must be reviewed 
by a GAF Commercial Roofing Product Manager or Technical Services 
Manager. 

Badly deteriorated roof membranes, poorly attached roof membranes, 
and wet or detached roof insulation are some conditions not suitable 
for reroofing. Under these circumstances, old roofing and insulation 


should be completely removed prior to application of new insulation 
and roofing. 

The specification selected for recovering shall conform to deck and 
slope recommendations included in this catalog. If additional insulation 
is desired, contact your nearest GAF District Office or Technical Service 
Office for recommendations. GAF can assume no responsibility for the 
integrity and suitability of the existing roof deck and/or insulation. If no 
insulation is under the existing roof covering, the best practice is to 
completely remove old roof covering prior to application of new roof- 
ing. In the event that removal of the existing roof covering is not practi- 
cal, the old roofing should be carefully inspected and all wrinkles, blis- 
ters and areas containing moisture must be completely removed and 
patched. j 

Under no circumstances should a new roofing system be solidly att- 
ached (i.e. 100% attachment) to the old roofing. 

GAFGLAS® Stratavent (Vent Ply) is strongly recommended as the first 
ply in all recovering installations (see applicable specifications and 
venting recommendation, pages 48-50). As an alternative, GAFGLAS 
#75 Base Sheet can be used as the first ply for recovering a properly 
prepared existing roof surface, either mechanically attached, or by spot 
or strip mopping with approximately 50-70 per cent attachment. 


Cold Weather Applications 

Special care is necessary in the application of built-up roofing at 
temperatures below 40°F. All materials and the roof deck surface must 
be dry at the time of application. To assure adhesion, care must be 
exercised to maintain the temperature of the bitumen at 350° F min- 
imum at point of application or at the roofing asphalt's EVT, when 
supplied. Felts shall be installed immediately into the hot mopping. 
Mopping shall not precede the roll by more than five feet and all felts 
shall be immediately broomed into place.
